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Report of the Superintendent of Sehools 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of Union: — 


As required ‘by law I submit the following re- 
port of the schools of Union: 

The past year has been one with no outstanding 
progress, ‘but schools have carried on well for the 
money expended. This is largely due to the unusual 
interest and cooperation that has been shown on 
every hand in all schools and in all school activities 
by citizens, parents, members of the school commit- 
tee, teachers and girls and boys. This cooperative 
Spirit was especially shown at the School Fair which 
was held at the new building November 20th. Busy 
parents and friends not only gave generously for the 
fair, but mothers came and helped with the supper 
and at some of the tables. The evening program 
was under the direction of Mrs. Clark, whose highly 
efficient services as musical director have for an- 
other year been made possible by the Woman’s Com- 
munity Club. This is the fourth year that this Club 
has sponsored music in the schools which has meant 
so much to all schools. Especially have the results 
of the four years of instruction been manifest in 
the High |School Glee Clubs which have been a 
credit to the Club, Mrs. Clark and the school. 

The Woman’s Community Club has the sincere 
gratitude and appreciation of every girl and boy in 
our schools for all that it has done, is doing and will 
do for the schools of Union. | 

For the sixth year High School has been under 
the unusually able direction of Principal Thomas 
and Miss Merrifield, as first assistant, and has been 
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a real success. Mr. Thomas is one of the outstanding 
principals of the state and he will soon be going on to 
a position more in keeping with his unusual ability. 
Mrs. Mitchell, who has done excellent work for the 
past seven years as part time assistant, resigned at 
the close of the year and Miss Annabelle White of 
Topsfield, a Colby College graduate, was secured as 
full time second assistant. Miss White has taught 
English and French and successfully coached the 
girls in basketball. 

There were no changes in grade teachers this 
fall and there was but one change in transportation. 
Mrs. Gould has since the opening of the fall term 
conveyed from East Union and South Union was 
added to this route at $4.25 a week. Mr. Abbott has 
continued to convey Round Pond and Nye pupils; 
Mr. Hawes, from Hawes district. All buses are very 
satisfactory. 

‘For the third year we have had at the new 
building the unusual services of John Leach, as 
janitor. His care of the building and the time de- 
voted to his duties need only to be known to be ap- 
preciated. | 

Mrs. Carleton has for a second year most satis- 
factorily conducted the lunch room and continues 
to serve a hot dish at six cents, milk or cocoa at 
three cents and cup cakes two for five cents. 

$175.00 from the John E. Knowlton Legacy was 
given to the school this year for the purchase of 100 
chairs for the gymnasium. These chdirs are a 
most welcome gift as 200 more are needed. 


CONCLUSION 


I consider it a privilege to have been one more 
year associated, as superintendent of schools, with 
the Citizens, Selectmen, Members of the School Com- 
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mittee, Teachers and Girls and Boys of Union. I 
wish to express to Citizens my appreciation of their 
support of schools and all school activities. The 
Selectmen I wish to thank for their uniform court- 
esy and kindness. I wish especially to express to 
the Members of the School Committe my apprecia- 
tion of their interest in schools and of their assist- 
ance in solving the numerous school problems that 
have been brought to their attention. To the teach- 
ers and Girls and Boys I wish to express my appre- 
ciation of the genial atmosphere of their school- 
rooms which has been one of kindness, courtesy and 
willing effort, and with this attitude on the part of 
all, the work of the superintendent has been a 
pleasure.

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Report of the Principal of Union High School 


To the Superintendent, School Board and 
Citizens of Union: 


Union High School opened on September 8th 
with an enrollment of 69. One Senior has left 
Schoo] leaving the present enrollment 68. 

Now that we have three full time teachers it 
has been possible to change the number of periods 
in the school day to six and increase the length of 
the three morning periods from 40 minutes to one 
hour each and the three afternoon periods to 45 
minutes. The new arrangement also provides a 
half hour activities period each day. 

During this activities period for two days a 
week Mrs. Clark has the boy’s and girls’ glee clubs. 
The period is open on 'the remaining three days for 
such activities as class meetings, student Council 
meetings, assembly programs and physical educa- 
tion. 

This change in the daily periods is in agreement 
with recommendations of the State Department. 

Four elective subjects are now offered for 
those who wish to avoid French, Physics or Chem- 
istry. Namely: Problems of Democracy, Econom- 
ics, Sociology and Vocational Guidance. The popu- 
larity of these subjects is manifest by the fact that 
one-half of the student body is now’ enrolled in 
them. 

Plans are now being made for the Seniors to 
participate, during the spring term, in the Univer- 
sity of Maine scholarship exams. 

The National Youths’ Administration has made 


it possible for us to furnish employment for four 
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students during the school year. ‘They may earn up 
to $36.00 among them for every three month period. 

To all school officials and towns people who 
have so generously contributed to the welfare of the 
schools, I express my sincere appreciation.

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Note that altho there were this fall 15 less 
grade pupils than 20 years ago there were twice as 
many High School students as then. Altho there 
were 231 tardy marks ‘the past year and this is 382 
less than 20 years ago, this year’s record should be 
greatly improved. Tardy marks are made by a few 
pupils who are late far more often than they should 
be for their own good and that of the schools. The 
number of visitors this year was 251, double the 
numiber 20 years ago, but less than half of the num-
